Beattie Park development 
begins with City action

Completion of the first phase of the 43- 
acre Beattie Park by next year was en­ 
visioned with obvious pleasure by the 
Lompoc City Council Tuesday night. 
The council gave swift approval to a 
series of six recommended actions which 
will set the wheels in motion on the park 
project. 
Parks and Recreation Director Jack 
Anderson reviewed the master plan for 
the park. with Rob Northrop, who 
designed the layout, pointing out the 
various facilities to the council. 
The project, which was inaugurated in 
1974 with the donation of 9 57 acres from 
the Beattie family, grew with the 
acquisition of 4.84 acres from the 
Seventh-day Adventist Church and a gift 
of 28 97 acres from the Johns-Manville 
Corporation. 


The council approved the environmen­ 
tal impact report on the project, which 
previously had received the endorsement 


of the Area Planning Council and the 
State Clearinghouse as having complied 
with the National Environmental Policy 
Act and/or the California Environmental 
Quality Act. 
In a single motion, the council also 
adopted the master plan for the park, ap­ 
proved the first phase development 
plpns. adopted resolutions to apply for 
1974 state park bond funds and matching 
Land and Water Conservation funds and 
authorized the city administrator to ap­ 
point a consultant selection committee 
to negotiate a contract for preparation of 
the design for the first phase improve­ 
ments. 
Anderson pointed out that the city has 
been notified that $104,427 will bt* 
available for the project from the State 
Parks Bond Fund in the 1976- 77 budget 
once the application is accepted and ap­ 
proved The regional park also will rank 
highly for a matching amount from the 
Land and Water Conservation Fund 
Grant, bringing the total amount ex­ 
pected to be available for the project to 
Judges unanimously okay 
Romer retirement request 


The judges of the superior court have 
unanimously approved the request of

Then he concluded his appeal: “ I 
would like to be allowed to retire with 
dignity after having devoted my com­ 
plete professional life to the county of 
Santa Barbara.

Ford faces tough decision 
on campaign fund measure 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford has a tough political decision to 
make — sign a bill that would release 
federal money to challengers for his job. 
or veto it and touch off a public uproar. 


Congress sent him an unspoken mes­ 
sage along with a bill reconstituting the 
Federal Election Commission and mak­ 
ing changes in the law it administers. It 
is prepared to force the measure into law 
over his veto. 


White House insiders indicated Ford 
probably would sign the bill but only 
after voicing objections to some of its 
provisions. There was no hint of when he 
would decide officially. 


The Senate approved the bill 62 to 29 
Tuesday, one more than the two-thirds 
margin needed to override a veto, a day 
after it cleared the House by 291 to 81, a 
43-vote override margin. 


Since the March 23 expiration of the 
Supreme Court s deadline for Congress 
to provide that all FBC commissioners 
be presidential appointees, presidential 


tdiiUiddies have been strapped for 
money Some have dropped out of the 
race, and others have cut back on their 
campaigning 
Ford, however, has maintained a 
healthy war chest. His GOP challenger. 
Ronald Reagan, has urged a veto non­ 
etheless and so have business groups. 


Overlooked in attention to the need for 
matching funds to be restored is the fact 
that the F EC ’s power to interpret the 
complex law for federal candidates also 
lapsed March 23 Some campaigns are 
confused because candidates are unable 
to get a ruling on the legality of plans 


Ford has promised to reappoint the 
current six members if the bill becomes 
law But FEC Chairman Thomas Curtis 
told him that under the bill, as presently 
w ritten , he doesn t want to be 
renominated. Curtis said the commis­ 
sion no longer would be independent. 


The Senate could choose to either con­ 
firm the other five and leave the sixth 
seat vacant or hold up all six until hear­ 
ings are held on the Curtis replacement

The stipulation. Anderson said, is that 
the funds be expended by June 30. 1977. 
Approval of the second grant could be 
expected by October or November this 
year. which gives the city eight months 
in which to complete the first phase 
development. 
Anderson said that the proposed expen­ 
ditures from the State Park Bond Fund 
grant would be $1,000 for horseshoe pits. 
$2,500 for shuffleboard courts. $12,500 for 
a games court. $5,000 for individual pic­ 
nic sites. $20,000 for restrooms and 
storage facilities. $8,000 for turf area and 
sprinklers. $50,000 for parking and 
entrance and $5,927 for landscaping and 
soil preparation 
If the conservation fund money is ap­ 
proved. these projects would be added to 
the first phase: walking and hiking 
trails. $15,000. group picnic area, 
$30,000; tennis courts. $37,500; parking. 
$20,000 and landscaping and soil prepara­ 
tion. $1,927 
Anderson repeatedly emphasized the 
need for speed in making the application 
for funds, since several agencies must 
review and approve the applications 
before the grant is made 
Bob Livingston, assistant to the city 
administrator, said in a written report to 
the council that the authorization to 
name a consultant selection committee 
was asked because of the specialized 
nature of the work to be performed 
It was felt by the public works direc­ 
tor and parks and recreation director 
that due to the fact that construction will 
have to proceed almost immediately 
after funds are approved early next year 
that assistance would be required to 
meet time requirements.”

The Carter camp, concerned that 
Brown might catch on with voters and 
challenge the former Georgia governor s 
presidential bid. is stepping up its cam­ 
paign in Maryland 
Brown will campaign in Maryland un­ 
til Saturday. He plans to campaign 
several more days before the May 18 
state primary 
Carter had planned to politic in 
Maryland only one day. May 14 But due 
to Brown's warm reception. Carter now 
plans to spend more time here. Carter 
arrives in the state Friday and a cam­ 
paign spokesman said he may be back 
twice next week 
“Before Brown came in. it looked like 
a walkaway for Carter." said State Sen 
James Clark Jr . Carter’s Maryland 
campaign chairman. “ Now we’re going 
to have to work a little harder." 


United Press International 
Ronald Reagan abruptly halted Presi­ 
dent Ford s bandwagon Tuesday and 
took the GOP presidential delegate lead 
with solid primary victories in Indiana, 
Georgia and Alabama. Ford said today he 
still expects to win the Oval Office in 
November. 
But White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen told reporters at a briefing that 
the President's political aides are study­ 
ing new ways of campaigning for the 
President. 
Jim m y Carter continued his un­ 
impeded drive toward the Democratic 
presidential nomination with wins in 
Georgia and Indiana, and led in the 
District of Columbia. “ The steamroller 
is on," Carter opponent Morris Udall 
said today. 
Ford had won or was leading for only 
nine delegates in Indiana. Georgia and 
Alabama for a total of 318 to date. 
Reagan, however sewed up or was 
leading for 124 and an overall total of 359 
following his clean sweep in Texas 
Saturday. 
Ford told an impromptu press con­ 
ference in the White House Rose Garden 
that he was “ naturally disappointed" at 
Tuesday's showing. But he said he “ very 
strongly" expects to win the nomination 
and the election 
“ The President feels the big problem 
is that the President and his campaign 
have not adequately explained or gotten 
across the accomplishments of this 
President." Nessen said at a separate 
briefing 
A somewhat-surprised Reagan said to­ 
day Tuesday's victories would at the 
least deny Ford a first-ballot victory at 
tho GOP national convention and help his 
own cause in next week's Nebraska and 
West Virginia primaries. 
“ I knew we were closing the gap but I 
didn't know we had closed it that much." 
said Reagan of his Indiana triumph by 
more than 15.000 votes He won big in 
Georgia and Alabama. 
House Republican Leader John Rhodes 
emerged from a morning meeting 
between Ford and GOP leaders in the 
White House Cabinet Room today to 
report that Ford did not seem outwardly 
disappointed by the setbacks 
Asked if Ford displayed disappoint­ 
ment or discouragement over his Tues­ 
day primary losses. Rhodes said “ No. 
not at all his attitude was very positive. 
“ He made the statement that he was 
going to bi1 in the contest to the very end. 
that he was going to be nominated and 
that he was going to win in November.’’ 
sad Rhodes. 


The President had large blocs of un­ 
committed delegates in New York and 
Pennsylvania that apparently are his for 
the asking in Kansas City But Ford was 


unlikely to stem Reagan's momentum in 
next Tuesday's primaries—the border 
state of West Virginia and the farm belt 
state of Nebraska 
Carter won landslides in Indiana and 
his home state of Georgia. He led in the 
District of Columbia but was trailing in 
Gov. George Wallace's home state of 
Alabama. 
Tuesday’s voting gave Carter IO vic­ 
tories in 15 primaries and made him a 
near runaway leader in the Democratic 
delegate count. 
With 99 per cent of the Indiana vote 
counted, the GDP race showed:

$17.5 billion highway 
aid bill to be signed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford was ready today to sign a bill 
authorizing more than $17.5 billion in 
federal highway assistance over the next 
two years and making some changes in 
the government trust fund financing the 
program. 
In advance of a midafternoon signing 
ceremony at the White House, one Ford 
aide called the 1976 Federal Highway Act 
an interim measure and “ a first step' 
toward long-range goals envisioned in 
broader legislation that Ford recom­ 
mended last July. 
The federal aid authorized by the bill 
will go to state and local governments in 
the 1977 and 1978 fiscal years, beginning 
Oct. I. 
For the first time it authorizes funds 
expressly for interstate highway 
rehabilitation and restoration projects. 
Priority in new construction was as­ 


signed to completion of major inter-city 
routes that would close remaining gaps 
in the nationwide system. 
The bill also changed rules governing 
the trust fund to liberalize “ transfer 
provisions.’’ That means money 
previously earmarked for interstate con­ 
struction could be reallocated for 
building noninterstate roads or mass 
transportation facilitie s in some 
circumstances. 
Other provisions consolidated some 
existing “ categorical” grant programs 
for non-interstate highways to give 
states more flexibility in using the 
federal money and simplified com­ 
pliance procedures for states to obtain 
the aid. 
The legislation also gave the secretary 
of transportation increased authority to 
waive uniform federal highway safety 
standards

NAIROBI. Kenya (U P I) — Trying to 
head off a confrontation between rich 
and poor countries. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger has assured the world’s 
developing nations the United States will 
“ go to the limit" of its own laws to give 
them a better economic deal. 
But in a series of meetings Tuesday 
with delegates attending the U N. 
Conference on Trade and Development, 
Kissinger warned both rich and poor 
countries to “ avoid economic power 
blocs" because “ economic 
confron­ 
tation" would lead to global disaster. 
Kissinger will deliver a 90-page speech 
to UNCTAD Thursday spelling out U S 
efforts to bridge the gap between the 
haves and have-nots and give three- 
quarters of the world’s poorer people a 
better standard of living 
Kissinger, wrapping up a two-week 
African tour, planned today to meet U N 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, 
Philippine President Ferdinand Marcos. 
Luxembourg Prime Minister Gaston 
Thom, who is current chairman of the 
European Common Market Council of 
Ministers, and Japanese delegates. 


As host of a dinner Tuesday night. Kis­ 
singer did not spell out specific U S. 
proposals to delegates but said: "We 
have gone to the limits of our domestic 
possibilities in the proposals the United 
States will make." 


Asked to clarify this, Kissinger said he 
was “ thinking of both economic and 
congressional restrictions" placed on 
him in mapping out the U S stand 


Washington's position is expected to 
differ sharply in some areas with Third 
World views especially in their effort to 
tie the price of major commodities with 
world inflation and establish a stockpile 
of essential resources, such as copper 
and tin. to try to avoid wild price fluctua­ 
tions 


In his opening talks with delegates, 
Kissinger has been stressing a policy of 
cooperation rather than confrontation. 


“ You can have either rhetoric or 
cooperation, confrontation or solutions." 
Kissinger told one group “ But confron­ 
tation will hurt all Developing nations, 
too. are dependent on the flourishing of 
the entire economic system for their own 
economic growth "

Low tides of 0.3 feet 
at IO:32 a rn and 2.5 feet at 10:57 p m 
Parents set to decide program 
on early childhood education

School officials are anxiously awaiting 
the decision bv parents tomorrow night 
that could spoil life or death for the im­ 
plementation of the Early Childhood 
Education program at Los Berros 
School 
Parents of children who will be in 
kindergarten, first, second and third 
grades in the fall, will vote for or against 
bringing in the EC E program Wyland 
Fuller, principal of Los Berros said to­ 
day that a simple majority of the votes 
would prevail 


Fuller and his aides have sent out let­ 
ters explaining the importance of at­ 
tending the meeting at 7 p m, in the 
school, and providing them with the op­ 
portunity of sending their proxy votes by 
a neighbor if they cannot attend per­ 
sonally 


Dorothy Liss. chairperson of the dis­ 
trict advisory parents’ committee for 
E C F will preside 
Liss and other 
members of the committee have ad­ 
vocated a school board policy that would 


in effect mandate the EC E program in 
selected schools, providing parents want 
it 


The EC E program is currently under 
way at Los Padres. El Camino and 
Fillm ore schools, and has been 
authorized by the state for expansion 
into Los Berros in the fall Parent in­ 
terest in the community is a key factor in 
the program because of the goal of one 
parent, teacher or aide to each IO stu­ 
dents 


Parents in the Los Berros area have 
expressed doubts that they can muster 
enough support to properly staff the 
program 


A summation of that concern was ex­ 
pressed on May I by Carol S Risch: "At 
the present time. we have approximately 
15 parents plus eight staff members 
working directly with the K-3 program. 
In addition, services are available from 
speech therapist, school psychologist 
and school nurse. This establishes an 
adult-child ratio now in the neighborhood 
of 8:1. With the expansion of the com- 
munitv to include the south side of the 


Village, the ratio would be around 11:1, 
certainly within the recommended range 
of guidelines We would hope of course 
for an expanded participation under an 
ECF’ program.” 
Robert Thompson, d irector of 
curriculum and the administrator 
closest to the program, believes that an 
adverse vote by the parents would kill 
the program for the fall term at least At 
the same time. Thompson said he didn't 
know of any precedent for a school turn­ 
ing down the state program and the 
funds that come with it Other officials, 
also, privately say the school board 
would probably hesitate to order the 
EC E program into the school if the 
parents say they don't want it or are un­ 
prepared to meet the staffing standards 
Meanwhile the school board has ap­ 
plied for an omnibus fund that includes 
the sum earmarked by the state for Los 
Berros 
The final confrontation will 
presumably come on July I, when the 
school is expected to file a plan for im­ 
plementation with the state—that is if 
the school and its constituency decide 
that way 


Council acts on 
new ordinances, 
resolutions 


Action on an assortment of 
ordinances and resolutions — 
including increasing the tran­ 
sient occupancy tax to seven 
per cent and delaying a recom­ 
mendation to delete a section of 
the new National Electrical 
Code — occupied the attention 
of the Lompoc City Council at a 
2V,-hour meeting Tuesday 
night. 
The so-called "bed tax" in­ 
crease will go into effect on 
July I, concurrently with an or­ 
dinance passed by the Board of 
Supervisors and one approved 
by the Santa Barbara City 
Council similarly tacking on the 
additional one cent. 
In response to an objection to 
the increase by Alberta 
Morgan, Mayor E. C. Stevens 
reviewed the history of the tax, 
pointing out that the state had 
inform ed counties and 
municipalities that if the tax 
were not imposed locally, it 
would be done by the state 


Most other localities have 
adopted the one per cent in­ 
crease to seven per cent, 
Stevens said, adding that since 
Lompoc residents traveling 
elsewhere in the state would 
have to pay the seven per cent 
rate, it is only equitable to 
require citizens from other 
areas to pay the same rate 
when staying in a hotel or motel 
in Lompoc. 
Mrs. Morgan also urged the 
council, if it passed the in­ 
crease, to earmark the ad­ 
ditional funds for tourism and 
advertising purposes as the 
south county area was doing. 


Councilwom an 
E lin o r 
Lefkowitz observed that the 
city contributes from the 
general fund approximately 
$56,000 to community promo­ 
tion through the Chamber of 
Commerce, Economic Develop­ 
ment Association, Flower 
Festival, bicentennial activities 
' od similar events and so it is 
proper that the increase from 
the bed tax go into the general 
fund. 


The ordinance passed un­ 
animously on its second 
• wading. 


On the Electrical Code dele­ 
tion, the council decided to take 
no action on a proposed or- 
dinance 
a fte r 
hearing 
Electrical Supt W R. Ruffner 


and contractor W. R. Dildine 
agree that deleting the section 
was not the best approach to 
solving the problem. It was 
pointed out that there will be a 
meeting later this week to con­ 
sider new wording that would 
accomplish the same safety 
factors without taking the sec­ 
tion out of the city code. Rut 
fner originally had requested 
the deletion when it was deter­ 
mined that wiring done ac­ 
cording to the code on certain 
commercial installations could 
be hazardous to electrical 
workers and could damage 
equipment. 


Other legislative matters 
acted upon by the council Tues­ 
day included the following: 


— Approval of the reversion 
to acreage of property at Ocean 
Avenue and U Street on which 
Michael Towbes plans to build 
an apartment complex. The ac­ 
tion has the effect of "un- 
subdividing" the area to allow 
building the apartments over 
areas where property lines ex­ 
isted previously, and to prevent 
any potential sale of separate 
buildings or portions of the 
project without the city’s ap­ 
proval by subdivision. 


— Authorization, after 
receiving no objections at a 
public hearing, for the Fire 
Department to proceed with 
steps for removal of noxious or 
dangerous weeds on vacant 
lots. 


— A resolution abandoning a 
portion of the I-J alley between 
Chestnut Avenue and E l 
Camino School. The vacating of 
the unused alley will allow the 
Seventh-day Adventist School to 
fence its playground. 


— A resolution ascertaining 
what the going rate of wages is 
for employes on municipal 
public works projects in Lom­ 
poc. 


— A resolution instructing the 
Planning Commission to 
prepare an ordinance for coun­ 
cil consideration offering relief 
to a family whose house is built 
on a lot line. 


— A resolution authorizing 
the destruction of old and un­ 
needed police records stored in 
the back of the Police Depart­ 
ment.

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Israel marks anniversary

Israel marked the 28th anniver­ 
sary of the birth of the Jewish 
state today at a time of growing 
Arab unrest in occupied ter­ 
ritories, increasing dependence 


chi foreign aid and fears of a 
U.S.-imposed peace settlement. 
P rim e M inister Y itzhak 
Rabin called on the nation of 3.3 
million “ to produce more, con­ 
sume less, and be less depen­ 
dent on external aid” to solve 
Israel’s problems. 
The prime minister urged a 
reduction in Israel’s depend­ 
ence on foreign largesse in case 
of a “ general confrontation” 
with the United States over a 
peace settlement. 
“ I say that it is preferable to 
visualize the gravest overall 
political difficulties, and m ar­ 
shal ourselves for them,” he 
said in an interview over 
Israel’s semi-official television 
station. 
Rabin vowed to “ maintain 
law and public order” in the 
Jordanian West Bank and the 
Egyptian Gaza Strip, captured 
in the 1967 Middle East War. 
Arabs have demonstrated day 
after day on the West Bank for 
the past three months, calling 
for an end to Israel’s nine-year- 
old m ilitary occupation and 
demanding the creation of a 
Palestinian state. 
Militants committed to the 
creation of a Palestinian state 
won control of most leading 
towns on the West Bank in last 
month’s municipal elections. 
The prim e m inister said 
Israel must “ fight to win public 
opinion” in the United States to 
support its adamant opposition 
to negotiations with the Pales­ 
tine Liberation Organization. 
Sources close to the govern­ 
ment said Israeli officials are 
concerned that the United 
States might pressure the 
Jewish state into accepting a 
PLO-ruled state on the West 
Bank and Caza Strip. 
Isr a e l, which h as been 
troubled by soaring inflation 
and the need for billions of 
dollars in foreign aid, would be 
hard hit by a cut in American 
economic or military support. 
As the country celebrated the 
28th anniversary of the end of 
the B ritish m andate over 
Palestine and establishment of 
the Jewish state, the Jerusalem 
Post warned Israel is facing “ a 
testing time.” 
“ It will take the accumulated 
widom and resourcefulness of 
this nation ... to steer a steady 
course in the trying tim es 
which await us,” the Post said 
in an Independence Day edito­

PLO wins permission to 
join debate on charges 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. 
(UPI) — The Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization won permis­ 
sion to join the U.N. Security 
Council’s debate today on Egyp­ 
tian charges that Israel has 
taken “ brutal and illegal ac­ 
tio n s” in occu p ied A rab 
territories.

Am bassador William 
Scranton Tuesday opposed PLO 
participation in the debate, but 
was voted down 11-1, with Bri­ 
tain, France and Italy abstain­ 
ing.

“ We believe that the Security 
Council should pronounce itself 
in no uncertain term s by 
Netherlands commuter 
train crashes; 24 killed 


S C H IE D A M ,

Netherlands (UPI) — It was 
rush hour and the crowded four- 
coach commuter train pulled 
out of the suburban Rotterdam 
station of Schiedam a few 
minutes early. 
That put it right in the path of 
the Rhine Express. 
“ There w as a noise like 
thunder,” said 19-year-old Henk 
Kornet, who lives near the 
tracks. “ Train doors opened 
and passengers tumbled out. 
Some rolled down from the em­ 
bankment. There was yelling 
and screaming inside and out­ 
side the train ... workers used 
blow torches to rescue trapped 
passengers from the smashed 
front coach of the commuter 
train.” 
The fiead-on collision Tues­ 
day killed 24 Dutch commuters 
and ripped apart the front 
coach of the local train. Ten 
persons were hospitalized with 
serious injuries. 
“ The commuter train from 
Rotterdam should have waited 
at Schiedam station until the 
express passed,’’ a railroad 
spokesman said 
“ We do not 
know whether the premature 
departure of the commuter 
train from Schiedam was due to 


human error or a technical 
failing ” 
The 10-coach Rhine Express, 
one of the continent's most 
famous international trains, was 
only 15 minutes into its long run 
from the hook of Holland to 
Munich when the collision oc­ 
curred. 
It had just overtaken another 
statio n ary local 
train on 
schedule when its engineer saw 
the commuter speeding toward 
it on the same track of the two- 
line electric railway 
The engineer hit the brake 
and brought his train to a near 
standstill before the bright 
blue-and-yellow local slammed 
into it at 38 miles an hour, 
railway officials said 


adopting a resolution calling for 
the condemnation of Israel’s 
brutal and illegal actions in the 
occupied Arab territories and 
the taking of immediate and ef­ 
fective steps with a view to put­ 
ting an end to these violations,” 
Egyptian Ambassador Ahmed 
Esmat Abdel Meguid said. 


Officials in Israel said Egypt 
had violated the interim truce 
agreement by bringing the 
charges before the council.

Lawmakers' 
pay bill 
advances 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
measure establishing a com­ 
mission to set salaries and 
fringe benefits for legislators 
and other elected state officials 
has won unanimous approval 
from an Assembly Committee. 
The measure (ACA93) by As­ 
semblyman Jim Keysor, D- 
Sepulveda, cleared the Govern­ 
mental Organization Commit­ 
tee Tuesday on a 7-0 vote and 
was sent to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
The legislation, which needs 
voter approval, would end the 
politically sensitive procedure 
of lawmakers voting for their 
own pay raises. Instead, the in­ 
creases would be established by 
a five-member commission ap­ 
pointed by the governor. 
Currently, salaries of legisla- 
to r s 
an d 
th e 
s t a t e ’ s 
constitutional officers are es­ 
tablished by a two-thirds vote of 
the legislature and increases 
cannot exceed more than 5 per 
cent each year. Salary hikes 
can not become effective until 
the next general session after 
enactment. 
Senators and assemblymen 
currently are paid $21,120 an­ 
nually plus living and au­ 
tomobile expenses. 
Under the legislation, the 
commission would be required 
to annually establish the com­ 
pensation and reimbursement 
for living expenses of elected 
state officers. It would also be 
authorized to change the retire­ 
ment benefits of elected state 
officers except that it could not 
impair the “ vested rights” of 
any elected officer. 
Commissioners terms would 
last six years and appointments 
would need Senate confirma­ 
tion.

Brown also said he was not 
holding up the m easure to 
finance the board (AB2886) by 
not filling three vacancies on 
the board. Some conservative 
Democrats have said they will 
withhold their support until 
persons acceptable to growers 
are named. 


Asked if he intended to make 
the appointments before the 
Senate votes on the measure. 
Brown said, “ I haven’t made a 
judgment on that yet.” He said 
the financing issue and the ap­ 
pointments should be consid­ 
ered separately. 


The governor said he was ac­ 
tively interviewing candidates 
for the board, but was having 
difficulty finding persons who 


would serv e on the five- 
member board without pay. 
“ No one wants to be put in the 
meat grinder of legislative 
combat when they are asked to 
give up a job and move their 
families and possibly purchase 
a home — that’s rather a lot to 
ask of somebody, ” he said. 


He said he had found “ com­ 
m it t e d ” 
p e o p le 
to 
serve, “ but I tiunk that 
we’re going to have to get that 
board funded if we’re going to 
attract the kind of talent that’s 
required.” 


Meantime, a measure that 
would have extended the time 
for the board to conduct a farm 
labor election was rejected by 
the Assembly Labor Relations 
Committee.

Association, the measure Tues­ 
day was sent to the Senate floor 
on a 6-1 vote. Because the 
measure had been considered 
at an earlier hearing, there was 
no testimony or discussion. 
Two weeks ago, Richardson 
fell a a single vote short winn­ 
ing committee approval of the 
le g islatio n . He blam ed 
absenteeism for the defeat and 
was given permission to try 
again. 
Richardson, the founder of 
state and national gun owners 
groups, has vowed to make the 
possession of arms a major is­ 
sue in this year’s elections. His 
organizations have amassed a 
$600,000 warchest to help can­ 
didates sympathetic to the gun 
cause and have already reached 
800,000 Californians by mail, 
Richardson said. 
Basically, the constitutional 
amendment declares that the 
right to keep and bear arms is 
inviolate, except where already 
controlled by law, such as 
restrictions against carrying 
concealed weapons or against 
possession of firearms by 
criminals. 
This means the legislature 
could not impose gun registra­ 
tion or ban private ownership of 
handguns without voter ap­ 
proval of another constitu­ 
tional amendment. 
Voting for the Richardson 
measure were committee 
chairman Alfred Song, D- 
Monterey Park, and Sens. 
George Deukmejian, R-Long 
Beach; Donald Grunsky, R- 
Watsonville; Alan Robbins, D- 
Van Nuys, and George 
Zenovich, D-Fresno. Voting 
“ no” was Sen David Roberti, 
D-Los Angeles. 
Song was the only senator to 
change his vote after the 
measure was rejected two 
weeks ago. 


Conformance 
by farmers to 
EIR doubted 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
leading California farm official 
says he is not sure if farmers 
can comply with an attorney 
general’s opinion that in some 
cases they must file environ­ 
mental impact reports before 
using certain herbicides and 
pesticides on crops. 
“ I ’m not at all sure that 
farmers will be able to comply 
with it,” said President Fred 
Heringer of the California 
Farm Bureau Federation in a 
statement Tuesday. 
“ When bugs move down on a 
crop, there s little time to study 
environmental impact. The 
bugs just keep on munching.” 
Heringer said until the opi­ 
nion is studied further, he could 
not say for sure whether 
farmers will be able to comply 
with it. 
In the formal opinion. Attor­ 
ney General Evelle Younger 
said in many instances case-by- 
case assessments by county 
agriculture officials indicate 
use of chemicals “ may have a 
significant effect on the en­ 
vironment. thereby requiring 
the preparation of an EIR " 
He concluded that a study 
must be made to determine 
whether the use of the spray 
will adversely affect the land, 
and if so, then the report is 
required. 
Younger added a new report 
need not be prepaid tar *»ch 
perm it issued by county 
agriculture agents. 
He also said a report may be 
required although the chemical 
to be used has been approved 
for use and regulated by a 
federal or state agency

Sweeping court 
reforms advance 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Sweeping “ reform” legislation 
backed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. to streamline trial 
courts and restrict pay raises 
for judges advanced past its 
first committee test Tues­ 
day.. 
the measure (SCA48) was ap­ 
proved by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee on a 6-4 vote, the ex­ 
act six-vote majority required, 
and sent to the Finance Com­ 
mittee Its author is Committee 
Chairman Alfred Song, D- 
Monterey Park. 
Also approved on a 6-4 vote 
was a companion bill (SB1500) 
which contained many of the 
details to implement the 
reform proposal. 
The constitutional amend­ 
ment would be placed on the 
November ballot if adopted by 
the legislature It was opposed 
by many judges but supported 
by the state Judicial Council, 
the administrative watchdog of 
the courts. 
The three basic provisions of 
the package are these: 
PAY — In a compromise over 
Brown’s complaints that judges 
are paid too much, the measure 
would abolish judges’ annual 
automatic cost-of-living in­ 
creases equal to the rise in in­ 
flation 
A two-year freeze would then 
be placed on salaries for most 
judges, and future raises would 
be limited to no more than five 
per cent a year. 


COURTS — With efficiency 
and centralized administration 
in mind, the proposal would 
consolidate the three levels of 
trial courts, Justice, Municipal 
and Superior, into single coun- 
tywide superior courts. 
Each Superior Court, howe­ 
ver. would retain separate 
divisions: A special division 
corresponding to the present 
Municipal Court to handle 
minor criminal cases and such 
things as small claims court, 
and a general division corre­ 
sponding to the present Superi­ 
or Court where felony trials are 
conducted. 


RETIRE — All judges would 
be forced to retire at age 70 
beginning Jan. I, 1977. This 
would affect about 20 sitting 
jurists including Supreme Court 
Justices Mathew O. Tobriner 
and Marshall F. McComb. 
Brown imposed the pay limits 
as a condition for supporting 
the bill, but aides have made 
clear “ the governor did not get 
all he wanted.” 


Brown has repeatedly singled 
out judges for enjoying 
“ privileged status” with salar­ 
ies that range from $41,677 to 
$61.609. His top legal affairs ad- 
viser, J. Anthony Kline, 
testified during a recent hear­ 
ing on the court legislation that 
Brown believes it might be best 
to base future judicial raises on 
some measure of court produc­ 
tivity. 


Claimants continue over 
Howard Hughes' estate

claim a share of Howard 
Hughes’ estate do not share his 
distaste. 
Claimants to Hughes fortune 
continue to appear. 
Three cousins from Hughes’ 
father’s side of the family — 
Jeff Milton Hughes, Elizabeth 
Hughes McDugald and Felix 
Turner Hughes — entered the 
legal arena Tuesday. Attorney 
C. Alex Meacham of Smyrna, 
Term., filed a petition of in­ 
terest for them in Los Angeles 
Superior Court. 
In another action, Richard 
Gano. a cousin already named 
temporary administrator of 
Hughes’ privately owned Cali­ 
fornia properties, filed a peti­ 
tion to be named permanent ad­ 
ministrator — fighting off 
counterclaims by the county 
public administrator and Noah 
Dietrich, named executor in the 
purported will found last week 
in Salt Lake City. 


Another claim was expected 
to be filed in Las Vegas, Nev., 
on behalf of ll more claimed 
relatives by a Nashville, Term . 
gemologist and probate inves­ 
tigator.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY - A new deck of playing cards is 
always clean and smooth, but after being used this 
slickness wears off* How does one keep cards nice and 
smooth so they shuffle better? —MRS. T.C R 
DEAR MRS.T.C.R. — My only suggestion would be to 
rub them lightly on both sides with talcum powder. How 
about this, card players, have any of you solved the 
problem? —POLLY. 


DEAR F*OLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the manufacturers 
of small appliances, who make a good product, but then put on 
cords and controls that are below par or cannot be repaired I 
have just bought my third cord for a well known coffee maker 
and the second cord with controls for an equally well known 
fry pan It would seem that in these days of such high prices a 
cord that could be repaired would make more sense than 
planned obsolescence This does not make sense I would 
never again buy any product made by the makers of the two 
above items. —MM B. 
DEAR POLLY - I use denture tablets in water to soak 
away any film I have in cut glassware One soaking may not 
do the trick, but try it two or three times and it does work

DEAR POLLY - I hope Katherine will find the following 
helpful in removing the film from her crystal decanters I put 
potato peelings inside any such glass, cover with water to the 
top and let it stand for a few days. The film scrubs right out 
CAROLYN. 
DEAR POLLY - Do tell Katherine my hint to remove film 
from the inside of her crystal decanters When I worked as a 
waitress we used any brand of cleanser and ice cubes in our 
glass coffee pots, cut crystal flower bowls and so on It worked 
like a charm. Use a bit of water with the cleanser and cubes, 
and swish it around until the residue is removed Repeat if 
necessary I have never had it scratch the crystal I have con­ 
tinued to use this in my own home, and find it also works on 
aluminum and those* white porcelain-like coffee pots 
-E L L E N . 
DEAR POLLY - I wear rubber gloves when washing dis­ 
hes. but after a few weeks wear they become sticky and the 
fingers cling together or to the dishes When hung up to dry 
they stick together and have to be pulled apart to be used 
again They sometimes have holes where they were punt'd 
apart. I discovered that when I am ready to remove such 
gloves if I run cold water over the gloves for a minute or two 
and then remove them, they do not stick together Act as 
though you were washing your hands under cold water with 
gloves on No more sticky gloves and twice the wear out of

Thinning the thicket 


An innovative budgeting 
tech n iq u e of g r e a t c o n ­ 
sequence is becoming so pop­ 
ular in Washington these days 
it just might become law in 
the fairly near future. 
Zero b ased b u d g e tin g , 
specifically called S.2925, is 
sponsored by Sen. Ed Muskie 
and a m ultitude of other 
legislators, and would call into 
question, on a regular basis, 
the validity of program s 
costing us all money. 
Every four years, in fact, 
every spending program at the 
federal level of government, 
would come under system atic 
and thorough 
rev iew 
by 
Congress. Those programs 
failing to get approval would 
be eliminated on a staggered 
time schedule. 
U su a lly it se e m s th a t 
programs are automatically 
renewed 
unless 
specifically 


terminated. Under this bill, 
and the aspect of its wording 
making it so appealing to us is 
that all spending programs 
would automatically be ter­ 
minated unless specifically 
renewed. 
The innovation in this bill 
admittedly escapes us since 
common sense would seem to 
dictate just this approach be­ 
ing im plem ented som etim e 
before now. And because it has 
not been, hopefully it soon will 
be. 
And to the extent we all 
com plain at one tim e or 
another about the bureaucracy 
in government, to get rid of 
some of the costly burdens of 
over regulation mightn’t a let­ 
ter to our representatives be 
useful? Perhaps with such sup­ 
port, zero based budgeting as a 
means of thinning the thicket 
will come to pass.

Philip Saint George 
Cooke was a Virginian 
who entered the U.S. 
Military Academy at 
the early age of 14 back in 1823 Upon 
graduation, he distinguished him self in 
expeditions ih Indian territory, the Texas 
frontier, up through the Pocky Mountains 
until the outbreak of the Mexican War. 
He was a household word in Indian and 
M exican villages equal to that of the 
Confederate raiders Morgan and Forrest

in Southern Kentucky during the Civil 
War. 
He blazed a practical wagaon road 
from Santa Fe, New M exico, in 1846. to 
San "Diego as he led a battalion of 
M orm on v o lu n te e r s for s e r v ic e in 
California. 
In California he figured prom inently in 
breaking the deadlock between m ilitary 
and naval officers regarding control of 
the new southern half of the state, a new 
territory 
After the M exican War he served as 
superintendent of cavalry recruiting at 
Carlisle Barracks. Pa., before rejoicing 
the Second Dragoons for further expedi­ 
tions against hostile Indians in New M ex­ 
ico. Based on his w ealth of cavalry ex ­ 
perience, the War Departm ent sent him 
to France. Austria and Italy in 1859 to 
study cavalry system s. 
Although the 
new system of cavalry em ploym ent he 
developed was readily accepted in 1861, 
its im plem entation was delayed because 
of the outbreak of the Civil War. 
Cooke's question of loyalty was raised 
during this period He was a native Virgi­ 
nian and m any of his southern com ­ 
patriots and kin deserted the union. His 
only son had resigned his com m ission in 
th e 
U n i o n 
A r m y 
t o 
j o i n 
t h e 
Confederates; his eldest daughter was 
the wife of the Confederacy’s great 
Cavalry leader. Jeb Stuart and another 
daughter was m arried to an Army sur­ 
geon who gave up his com m ission to 
serve the other side. His form er friend 
and 
fellow 
officer. Jefferson 
Davis, 
headed the rebellion 
Cooke had to prove his loyalty and the 
opportunity cam e early in the war while 
he waited in Washington. D C. for an a s­ 
signment. One evening he received a per­ 
sonal letter that had been sm uggled in 
from the com m ander of a body of 
Confederate troops not many m iles from 
the capitol. Cooke im m ediately turned 
the letter over to the Secretary of War 
repudiating its content and author. 
He was soon appointed a brigadier 
general and placed in command of the 
C avalry B rigade in the d efen se of 
Washington. 
Cooke carried the rank of brevet m ajor 
general. In October. 1873. with 46 years 
of continuous active duty behind him. 
General Cooke retired from the Army 
He lived another 22 years in retirem ent 
and died in 1895 at the ripe old age of 86 
As a recognized authority in the early 
development of Cavalry. General Cooke 
was a logical selection when a name was 
needed for the first armor training 
center on the W est Coast in 1941.

only was illegal but w as awarded after 
intense political pressure. 
The Army Awards Board “ recom ­ 
m e n d e d 
t h a t t h e 
a w a r d n ot be a p ­ 
proved.” And General 
W i l l i a m 
W e s t ­ 
m orelan d , then the 
A r m y c h i e f , 
f i r s t 
refused to sanction the 
award, but finally w as 
pressured into going 
along with it. 
T h i s a w a r d , t he 
seco n d -h ig h est th at 
the Army can pin on a 
noncombatant s chest, 
h a s . b e e n 
g r a n t e d 
Thurmond not once but twice. The first 
was awarded for noncombat duty in 
World War II. The second stirred up a 
controversy in the Pentagon that . has 
been hushed up for m ore than four years. 
The law specifies that the award must 
be presented no m ore than two years 
after the m eritorious service was per­ 
formed. In Thurmond’s case, he got the 
award for his overall active reserve ser­ 
vice. which the citation said 
'ered the 
span from January 1946 to b ; °m ber 
1964. 
The problem is that this Legion of 
Merit wasn’t bestowed upon Thurmond 
until M arch 29. 1976 — m ore than nine 
years after his m eritorious serv ice 
ended and seven years after the statute 
of lim itations had run. 
Even more em barrassing, the Army 
made an effort to cover up som e of the 
huge tim e lapse by saying his service ran 
until 1964. when in fact he retired Jan. I, 
1963 
The successful effort to g i v e Thur­ 
mond his illegal Legion of Merit began 
after an earlier legal attem pt during the 
tenure of D efense Secretary Robert Mc­ 
Namara in the '60s 
Although M cNamara denies he per­ 
sonally killed Thurmond’s Legion of 
M erit, it was nevertheless pigeonholed un­ 
til 1971 when the Nixon Administration 
sought to revive it. 
At that tim e. General W estmoreland 
told us. he and then-Army Secretary 
Stanley Resor talked quietly about the 
award and “ we felt collectively it wasn't 
justified." 
But when Robert Froehlke becam e 
Army Secretary in mid-1971. W est­ 
moreland recalled, the Army was put un­ 
der “quite a bit of congressional pres­ 
sure'' and other heat that “ m ust have 
com e from the White House." 
Finally, at a face-to-face m eeting. 
W estmoreland said he told Froehlke. “ If 
you want to give it to Thurmond. I’m not 
going to try to veto it. But it's got to be a 
political decision " 
As it turned out. W estm orelan d 


declared, “ I can tell you categorically it 
was a political decision." and a “ rather 
i r r e g u l a r 
o n e . ” 
Th e 
a w a r d 
w a s 
presented with discreet lack of fanfare 
by Forehlke who told us he could recall 
nothing of the background 
On the scale of values upon which 
leaders are usually judged, Thurmond 
m ay appear to be overrated by his ad­ 
m irers in the Pentagon. This does not 
necessarily m ean, however, that he is 
undeserving of the hom age he receives 
from the Army. 
At appropriations tim e, he alw ays bat­ 
tles for the Army budget with all the 
gusto of General G eorge Patton in pur­ 
suit of Germ ans. Thurmond also com ­ 
manded the Bay Window Brigade, as the 
Arm y’s Capitol Hill reserve unit was 
irreverently known. He led many an ex­ 
p e d i t i o n a r y f o r c e of p o t - b e l l i e d 
legislator-soldiers to assess the m ilitary 
situation in Paris, Rom e, Madrid, Hong 
K ong. T okyo and o th er gla m o ro u s 
places. 
By using his influence with the Pen­ 
tagon to locate m ilitary installations 
throughout his home state. Old Strom 
has also made South Carolina probably 
the best-defended state in the Union. 
This has endeared him to local busines­ 


sm en who have benefited from the Pen­ 
tagon's beneficence and to the m anufac­ 
turers of U.S. arm am ents. 
In m any w ays. Thurmond is the 
biggest thing to happen to South Carolina 
sin ce 
Mad 
Dog Ruffin yanked the 
lanyard that sent the first cannon shot of 
the Civil War arching across Charleston 
harbor toward Fort Sumter. 


At age 73, Strom is living evidence that 
som e old soldiers neither die nor fade 
away. He still m arches through the cor­ 
ridors of Congress, straight as a ramrod, 
in m ilitary cadence, as if leading an in­ 
visible parade. Almost everyone agrees 
he is a m odel of an antique m ajor 
general. 


Although he becam e too old for com bat 
and gave up his status in the active 
reserves 13 years ago. he has rem ained 
all-too active in the R eserve O fficers As­ 
sociation , w hich a lso gave him its 
highest award, the M inuteman of the 
Year award, in 1971. Indeed, sources 
privy to Pentagon politics say that Thur­ 
mond really runs the ROA and hand­ 
picked its latest chief, Maj. Gen. J 
Milnor Roberts. 
Som e say Thurm ond and R oberts 
would also like to run the Pentagon. Not 


long ago. they jointly called upon Maj. 
Gen. R. G. Gard, the Army personnel 
chief, to promote Col. Warren Abernathy 
to brigadier general. 
Gen. Gard replied that their friend 
A b e r n a t h y ’s 
“ f i n e 
r e c o r d 
a n d 
capabilities will doubtless qualify him 
for consideration.” But the promotion, 
he added delicately, would “ follow the 
established procedures.’’ 
Yet. Thurmond’s m agic with the Army 
still seem s to be working. We have 
learned that the choice for the brigadier 
general’s slot has now been narrowed to 
four m en, one of them Abernathy. 
Footnote: 
After two days of legal 
debating, the Army issued a one-page 
statem en t to us adm itting that the 
“ lengthy period of tim e between (Thur­ 
mond’s) period of retirem ent and the 
award ... is unusual.” The Army also 
forthrightly adm itted the Army Awards 
Board had turned down the Thurmond 
medal. But it said that regulations per­ 
mit such awards if the original recom ­ 
mendations had been “ lost.” On that

S e c r e ta r y , 
Froehlke gave him the Legion of Merit.

T he co m m o n m an b e c o m e s th e 
average person, or ordinary people. Try 
it out... “The century of the average per­ 
son .” No. Why? If you don’t know, I can’t 
tell you Ditto for “The century of or­ 
dinary people.” Here, at least, you can 
point out that ordinary has several 
m eanings and that whereas common 
does too. the conjunction of common- 
man instantly excludes all but the Henry 
W allace use of the word com m on; 
w hereas the conjunction of ordinary man 
does not exclude such a sniffy remark as, 
say, Lucius Beebe might have made 
about vulgar people. Clarity is one of the 
objectives of good w riters, which is why 
Mary McCarthy would never w rite about 
“the century of ordinary people.” 


The bulletin offers you a typical sexist 
slur: “The average student is worried 
about his grades. Suggested substitute: 
The average student is worried about 
grades There again, you will note a dif­ 
ficulty. The two sentences do not mean 
exactly the sam e thing. In the first, the 
student is worried about his (or her) 
grades 
In the second, the student is 
worried about grades as a generic con­ 
cern. Perhaps he is worried about, say, 
the role that grades play or do not play in 
getting into graduate school. Anyway, 
there is a residual indistinction, and 
English teachers shouldn’t be teaching 
people have to write im precisely. 


The bulletin notes that English does 
not have a generic singular com m on-sex 
pronoun, the convention being to use the 
m ale. This will be proscribed... If the 
student w as satisfied with his perfor­ 
m ance on the pretest, he took the post­ 
test. This becom es, A student who was 
satisfied with her or his performance on 
the pretest took the posttest. That is 
called killing two birds with one stone. 
You elim inate the generic m ale singular, 
and you substitute the conventional 
priorities (her and his). The distortions 
ring in the ear. 


At one point, the NCTE wants us to 
validate improper usage Now improper 
usage often does get validated, by inces­ 
sant m isusage, but a degree of resistance 
is always in order. Here we are asked to 
rewrite Anyone who wants to go to the 
gam e should bring his money tomorrow, 
to, Anyone who wants to go to the gam e 
should bring their money tomorrow , and 
I say anyone who does that kind of thing 
at this point should not be hired as a 
professional writer. 


So mobilized are these folk that they do 
n ot s t op at a w a r far f r o m the 
cosmopolitan centers, designed to wipe 
ou t 
l i t t l e 
p o c k e t s of v e r n u c u l a r 
resistance. Gal Friday has to becom e a s­ 
sistant. A libber m ust becom e a fem inist 
(here I think they have dealt from the 
bottom of the deck: what’s inherently 
sexist about libber?). A m an-sized job 
b eco m e s a 
big or en orm ou s job. 
Questions: How do you describe a job 
that requires physical exertion beyond 
the biological powers of wopersons? 
(sic). 


It is comforting to know that this effort 
to correct the language will precisely not 
succeed 
because the genuine artists 
among women w riters are more con­ 
c e r n e d af or t he i r c r a f t than for 
fashionable sociological 
skirm ishes. 
Nothing more persuades the general 
public of wom en’s inferiority (which 
doctrine is of course preposterous) than 
efforts at equality achieved by indicting 
good prose.

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Stagecoach maker still unfulfilled 
after life filled with adventures 


MADERA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Despite remarkable skills in 
dozens of pioneer trades and a 
life filled with adventure and 
fam ous people, stagecoach 
maker J. Nolan Davis feels a 
bit unfulfilled in this bicentenni­ 
al year. 
At the age of 60 he also wishes 
he had a bit more in his pockets. 
He is struggling to start a 
trade school so he can pass on 
his talents to a generation of 
young people he believes want 
to learn how to work with their 
hands and their hearts. 
“ I want so bad to be a 
teacher,” he says in his rich 
southern drawl, lamenting the 
fact he has no formal education 
and cannot teach in public 
schools. 
Born in the Smoky Mountains 
of North Carolina in 1915, Davis 
was raised by a Cherokee In­ 
dian grandfather, a wheel­ 
wright and craftsm an who 
taught him everything, except, 
as Davis wryly notes, how to 
make and keep money. By the 
age of 18 he was proficient in 52 
trades and familiar with over 
IOO. 
When movie cowboy Tom Mix 
toured the Carolinas in the 
1930s, he hired the rustic youth 
as a stage hand, and discover­ 
ing his woodworking talents, 
urged him to go to Hollywood to 
make stagecoaches. 
Davis did come west and over 
the next four decades built 46 
stagecoaches for movie and 
television westerns starting 
with a coach constructed for 
the c la s s ic 1939 w estern 
"Stagecoach.” 
"They never used it, it was 
too fancy,” Davis remembers. 
"They used an original.” 
He also built dozens of fron­ 
tier wagons and carriages and 
even the carriages for "Ben 
H ut.” 
In addition to his coach mak­ 
ing, he doubled for actors, 
taught stuntmen tricks, fixed 
guns on the sets, made guitars 
for Gene Autry and Roy 
Rogers, built cannons, per­ 
formed special effects, did 
carpentry at the homes of some 
stars, built miniatures of his 
coaches and made furniture 
for stars, becam e a scout 
master and deputy sheriff. The 
list goes on. 
And he says on more occa­ 
sions than he likes to remember 
those stars either cheated him 
or flatly refused to pay him for 
his work. He says it’s not in his 
nature to "raise a fuss” so he 


let the debts go. 
He often worked for the 
studios on a flat salary of $1.75 
an hour and was later to see 
some of the stagecoaches he 
built sold by the studios for as 
much as $55,000. 
By the mid 1960s, Westerns 
were often made outside the 
United States and with many 
studios closing down Davis 
decided to leave the Los 
Angeles area. 
After a brief try at building a 
stagecoach line in the Simi 
Valley he moved to the Sierra 
where he served briefly as a 
woodcarver and interpreter of 
Indian lore at the Wawona 
Visitors Center in Yosemite 
National Park. 
He then worked on a salary 
for a Fresno millionaire build­ 
ing two stagecoaches. For the 
past two years he and his wife, 
Marguerite, have lived modest­ 
ly in a mobile home in nearby 
Fresno, Davis puttering around 
in his Madera shop and trying to 
get someone to back his trade 
school. 
“ I have always done every­ 
thing from my heart,” Davis 
says, admitting a lack of finan­ 
cial skills. "I always taught 
everything I knew, gave away 
secrets, how to make fancy fur­ 
niture, cut out fancy Queen 
Anne legs, things like that, 
without getting any money for 
it. 
"I gave away all my talent all 
my life and I’m still willing to 
do so but I would like to have 
some help from the outside 
world to get me my school.” 
Boxes of dusty newspaper 
clippings detailing his exploits, 
signed photographs of actors 
("here’s one of Waltef Bren­ 
nan, he was like a father to 
me” ), and project ideas clutter 
one corner of the shop. 
In a small box full of odds and 
ends, Davis pulls out some 
pieces of jade and shows how to 
make an Indian necklace. He 
then pulls out a cigarette holder 
used by Charlie Chaplin and a 
bullet casing given him by 
Clark Gable on Gable’s return 
from an African safari. 
He then pulls out an old 
Masonic tie clip and holds it up. 
"Charlie Manson found this 
tie clip and sold it to George 
Spahn (of the Spahn ranch 
where the Manson gang lived) 
for $5.” Davis says. "Spahn 
gave it to me. I used to stop and 
see George all the time. Of 
course I never knowed what the 
Manson gang was up to. I just 


thought they was a bunch of hip 
pies. They was scared of me.” 
His storytelling causes one to 
wonder if exaggeration is also 
not one of his talents but his 
lack of guile and essential 
honesty overcome the embell­ 
ishments and minor contradic­ 
tions alm ost inevitable in 
recounting his storied past. And 
the newspaper clippings bear 
out much of what he says. 
He doesn’t drink or swear, 
has a quiet belief in God, and 
says his only vice is smoking, 
which he recently took up after 
a liftime of chewing tobacco. 
He can q u ick ly d isa rm 
cynics, performing card or 
magic tricks, showing how he 
can copy any signature perfect­ 
ly ("That’s one I don’t show the 
kids, they’d get in trouble), all 
the time dispensing homilies 
learned from his grandfather 
and spinning yarns like a Singer 
sewing machine. 
One of his pet projects long 
dormant is a movie about the 
history of his family which 
would show pioneer skills ex­ 
actly as they were performed. 
But his present and growing 
passion is creation of his trade 
school. 
"I want to teach people how 
to survive,” he notes. "How to 
go out into the world and make 
a living, how to build furniture, 
anything they want to know. 
I’m capable of teaching them 
real quick, because right away, 
the girls and boys who come in 
my shop want to do what they 
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see me do. It looks so easy the 
way I do it that they think it’s 
easy and it is. If they have any 
talent at all I will discover it 
right quick. 
"In a year I can teach IOO 
men six trades apiece. They 
can go out anywhere and get a 
job. I’ll teach women, too, I 
love to teach women. They are 
so creative.” 
Davis says he hasn’t sought a 
government grant because 
“ they’d be in here telling me 
what to do and what not to do” 
but says he would consider a 
tuition basis although ideally he 
would like som e w ealthy 
history-minded American to 
finance the school and allow the 
students to attend free. 
He says it would cost $50,000 
to set up the school and supply 
the proper tools and equipment 
and it would quickly become 
self-supporting through the sale 
of furniture and other hand­ 
made things produced by the 
students. He wants to locate in 
a large empty building across 
the street from his shop. 
But for now he waits, working 
on two coaches in his shop, 
helping a friend rebuild a boat, 
and entertaining the local 
youngsters.

COYOTE, Calif. (UPI) - If 
Ken Saso has a good year with 
his 65-acre orchard of apricots, 
pears, prunes, hay and walnuts, 
he might gross $16,000. 
So if he and his wife and 
their three children can hold ex­ 
penses to zero, he will have 
enough to pay his taxes — 
$16,000 a year. 
Of course that will not pay the 
back taxes he owes of more 
than $75,000. 
Saso is no scofflaw. He has 
not paid his taxes since 1970, 
but only because there is no 
way he can do so. And the San 
Jose City laws have him in an 
impossible bind. 
Saso, 32, and some 45 other 
farm families in the Coyote 
Valley are victims of "pro­ 
gress.” In 1959 the City of San 
Jose annexed their area. It was 
classified Urban Transition, 


which m eant it would be 
developed within five years. 
This meant higher taxes for 
Saso and his neighbors, but they 
thought it also meant they could 
sell their land for industrial 
use, such as the IBM plant a 
few miles away. 
But then came the urban 
planners. The area was re- 
classifed as Urban Reserve, 
meaning nothing can be done 
about it until 1990. Which is why 
developers suddenly lost in­ 
terest in buying the land. 
Saso, whose family has been 
farming the property since 
1927. knew back at the time of 
annexation that the area would 
not last for farming. 
"It was the only area San 
Jose could expand to,” he said. 
He was not even worried par­ 
ticularly when his taxes went 
from $3 830 on a total assess­ 


ment of $45,260 in 1966 to $16,000 
last year on a $128,177 assess­ 
ment. He thought the land 
would be developed. 
"We are paying taxes on land 
assessed as prime develop­ 
ment, although the city’s plan 
calls for freezing the land as 
open space and agricultural.” 
he says. 


Saso has a suit against the 
City of San Jose and the County 
of Santa Clara going in the 
superior court of Judge George 
Barnett. It could be heard as 
early as this July.

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psycho squad- aids troubled 
C lassical thesaurus by com puter 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
Psychiatric Emergency Team 
— called PET — is to the deeply 
troubled person what the 
paramedic teams are to heart 
attack victims. 
Dr. William Crain, a part­ 
time member of a psychiatric 
team calls it “ The Psycho 
Squad.” 
His book by that name, 
released this week, is an oc­ 
casionally chilling compendi­ 
um of c a se s he and his 
colleagues have handled. 
Through it all, Crain seems 
slightly disturbed that he is do­ 
ing it at all. But since police, by 
law, cannot hospitalize persons 
suspected of being insane, the 
PET teams are called out to 
make an evaluation. 
He describes it as “ searching 
personal prem ises with a 
dubious warrant.” 
Dr. Crain has a personal 
practice and works with the 
Psycho Squad one day a week. 
“ The Psycho Squad” is his se­ 
cond book. He is at work on a 
third. 
The idea of a psycho squad — 
trained psychiatrists and psy­ 
chologists answering alarms of 
troubled personalities — has 
deep drama built in, one more 
layer of a city’s flesh peeled 
back. 
These are the sick and the 
dangerous, people on the edge 
of the pit, seen through the 
professional’s eyes. 
But he defines them in the 
vernacular of the street. 
Gene Reynolds, co-producer 
of MASH, has taken an option 
on the book for a possible new 
television series. 
The book’s form of one case 
history and how it was handled 
followed by another causes it to 
bog down occasionally. 
But in a few lines the reader 
senses the unreality of a

troubled young woman sliding 
from one personality to another 
with frightening ease. Nor does 
he hide his trained perceptions 
about his own fears and doubts 
in meeting emergencies. 
He uncovers in a few lines 
some deep tell-tale marks in 
these troubled lives and we 
recognize them because there 
are so many like them: 
“ He began to cry. Mr. 
Demarco has never touched 
anybody’s heart. When he cries 
people wait until he stops, or 
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they change the subject.” 
The PET squads came into 
being as a result of the con­ 
troversial 
Lanterman-Petris- 
Short act which allows certain 
designated professionals to 
hospitalize a person involun­ 
tarily if they appear to be a 
danger to themselves or others. 
“ The assignment is ambiguous, 
confusing,” Crain said. “ Going 
right into homes, ‘invited’ by 
someone who may or may not 
know what he is doing when he 
opens the door to us does not 
always make a lot of sense. 
“ We are the latest thing in 
white coats and butterfly nets,” 
Crain says. “ We positively love 
innovation and novelty in this 
country, and PET is the latest 
thing.” 
But it is strongly inferred 
that it may be a necessary 
thing. It’s sad work because 
some people are so far gone 
they can’t shed tears for their 
own scrambled lives. 
Crain reminds us that gothic 
horror stories are true, and 
close by. 
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IRVINE, Calif. (UPI) - A 
University of California com­ 
puter is absorbing more than a 
thousand years of ancient 
Greek literature at the rate of a 
million and a half words per 
month to create the first 
thesaurus of the classical 
language. 
Texts dating from Homer, 
about the 8th Century B.C., to 
the 6th Century A D. are being 
recorded on computer tape to 
aid the study of the classics. 
But the knowledge will apply to 
many other disciplines. 
“ The project is of major 
significance in a number of 
fields,” Dr. Theodore Brunner, 
head of the Thesaurus Linguae 
Graecae project said. 
Each month the works of 
Homer, Pindar, Euripedes and 
Xenophon, among others, are 
fed into the computer bank. 
More than 18 million words 
have been stored so far, Brun­ 
ner, a professor of classics at 
UC Irvine, said. 
“ We are recording every 
single word, no matter how 
many times it appears,” he 
said. “ We’re trying to establish 
a data bank to find every single 
occurrence.” 
The thesaurus will eventually 
have 90 million words used in 
every context on a variety of 
subjects including medicine, 
history, poetry and law. 
It is a monumental undertak­ 
ing that has been considered in 
one form or another since the 
mid 16th century. But the 
wealth of the material, more 
than 2,000 authors, made it ap­ 
pear impossible. 
A similar thesaurus in Latin, 
which was begun in in Munich, 
Germany, 1894, and will consist 
of only nine million words, has 
been published only through the 
letters L and O. Work on M and 
N is still in progress. 
Only computerization would 
make a Greek thesaurus possi­ 
ble, and even at the rate the 
program is moving, it will take 
several years just to store the 
material. Using the system of 
the Latin thesaurus, it would 
take scholars more than 1,000 
years, according to a UC 
spokesman 
A staff of 15 faculty members 
and graduate students of the 
classics department is working 
on the project, which has no 
precedent in any language or 
cultural period in history. 
“ Linguists and historians are 
interested,” Brunner said, “ but 
mainly philosophers concerned 
with concepts, with ideas. They 
can follow the development of 
any given word through his- 
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tory.” 
He said it is tempting to want 
to trace the development of 
words to see how they changed 
over the centuries. “ But we 
can’t allow ourselves to be 
diverted to playing with the 
material at the moment. The 
project’s primary aim is to 
work on completion of the data 
bank.” 
Many scholars and institu­ 
tions in this country and abroad 
already have obtained informa­ 
tion from the data bank, he 


Not all British naval of­ 
ficers were hampered in bat­ 
tle by traditional military 
strategy. Britain's George 
Brydges Rodney learned new 
naval strategies, in the 
p ro c e ss d isca rd in g his 
nation s customary tactic by 
breaking the “ line of battle’’ 
and shattering the French 
fleet in the West Indies in 
1782.

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said. 
“We announced in Washing­ 
ton at an annual meeting of the 
American Philological Associa­ 
tion that 18 million words had 
been stored. It made a major 
impact on the convention,’’-he 
said. 
Subsequent to the announ­ 
cement; UC Irvine was “ flood­ 
ed with requests for various 
materials and tapes.” 
So far the main interest has 
been from classicists and stu­ 
dents of philosophy, but he said 
as the data bank gains wider 
renown, it will be of major in­ 
terest to linguists. 
"We know we already have 
made a major impact on the 
study of classical documents. 
“ In many respects it will 
revolutionize the study of clas­ 
sical Greek. It is possible now 
to short cut the tremendous 
amount of busy work that 
always had to precede actual 
studies of material in the past.” 
Brunner said he was pleased 
that classicists, who are consid­ 
ered very conservative in their 
methods, were the first to apply 
computers to their studies. 
“ I know the methodology is 
applicable to any other foreign 
language. One of the major ef­ 
fects of the project is that an 
alphabet totally foreign to 


English had to be developed, 
along with procedures for 
software and hardware to 
retrieve the language. 
“ It was not easy to create the 
symbols, not only for letters but 
also the diacritical marks. We 
had to create it as we went 
along. Now it would apply to 
other non-English alphabets 
such as the Cyrillic alphabet for 
Russian and other Slavic 
languages.” 


He said such a bank could 
also be established for English 
and the computer language 
already exists. 


The project began in 1971 
with an anonymous donation of 
$1 million for the creation of a 
Greek thesaurus on the Irvine 
campus. 
It was one of the largest do­ 
nations ever made by an in­ 
dividual to support research in 
the hum anities, a school 
spokesman said. 
Since the initial funding other 
funds, including a $120,000 
matching grant from the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities, have been recei­ 
ved. 
After every word has been 
recorded, the computer will 
produce within minutes cards 
listing each instance of the use 
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of any word, every time period 
in which it appeared, and even 
the sentence and contextual 
meaning. 


Scholars anywhere in the 
world will be able to push a 
computer button to obtain a list 
of every individual usage of a 
given word. 
Brunner said that later in the 
project, word groupings will be 
assembled and sent to classical 
scholars for interpretation. 
Eventually every word, and its 
meanings in each use, will be 
compiled in about 20 volumes. 
Brunner said key word-in- 
context concordances and word 
indices already are being used 
in the study of philology, 
history and literature.

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Women inventors? They're serious 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - 
Inventor The word conjures up 
an image of a bespectacled, 
befuddled, adsent-minded man 
tinkering around in a chaotic 
laboratory playing with mouse­ 
traps. 
Woman inventor. That con­ 
jures up almost nothing. 
Women inventing things'’ Im­ 
possible. At least, that s the 
response many women inven­ 
tors feel they get when they try 
to market an Idea 


“ Attorneys don’t take you 
seriously, businessmen don’t 
take you seriously, nobody 
does." said Carol DeLong. who 
spent more than four years try­ 
ing to market her idea, a 
covered paint pallet that pre­ 
vents paint from drying, mak­ 
ing it usable for longer periods 
of time. 
Sometimes talking to men is 
a waste of time because "I 
quite often don t know for a 
while that they’re not in­ 
terested in me professionally, 
but only in me as a woman 
Alice Stewart. La Jolla. 
Calif., agreed that men don’t 
take women inventors serious­ 
ly. She said she went to three 
patent attorneys before finding 
one who would even talk to her 
about her product, a hand loom 
to make flower-shapes out of 


vam. 
One of the attorneys even 
said her husband was “long suf­ 
fering" to put up with her ideas 
and "tolerate" what she was 
doing. 
“ I find it very hard for a 
creative person anyway and 
doubly hard for a woman,’’ 
Miss DeLong added 
Female 
artists have never been taken 
seriously at all.’’ 
Miss DeLong. a 27-year-old 
artist from North Hollywood. 
Calif., said she finally market­ 
ed her pallet, but only with the 
help of a businessman. 
Mrs. Stewart, in her 50s, has 
been working on her hand loom 
for about five years and hasn’t 
been able to market it yet. If 
she were a man. she said, " I 
probably would have gone 
farther faster. 
“ The biggest problem is that 
once you get an idea, you don t 
have the confidence to carry it 
forth as a man in the business 
world would. A man kn^ws 
where to go, what to expect. 
“ A man would have ap­ 
proached marketing less hesi­ 
tantly. I didn’t have the training 
a man would have. Women in­ 
ventors either don’t pursue an 
idea or they stay in the area of 
womanly things. 
“ I feel women have been in­ 
ventors all alone but haven t 


had the nrooer encouragement. 


Anita Softer thinks all inven­ 
tors, not women in particular, 
have a hard time in the business 
world. 
“ In some ways, being a 
woman is an advantage," said 
Mrs Softer, 39, Sherman Oaks, 
Calif. She said a man would 
have had just as much trouble 
as she did marketing her 
children’s game and a special 
table to provide humidity for 
plants. 
“ I’ve always considered my­ 
self liberated,” the Swedish- 
born inventor said. “ Getting a 
product marketed is just as 
hard for a man as for a woman. 
Of course, getting money when 
you’re a housewife and mother 
is harder for a woman. That’s a 
big frustration.’’ 
Women have overcome great 
odds to invent things, according 
to Melvin L. Fuller, president 
of Inventors Workshop Interna­ 
tional, a nonprofit organization 
of inventors. 
“ But because of the lack of 
technical training, they have in­ 
vented only womanly things. 
Some people might call their 
contributions to the invention 
field trivial. But when you conr 
sider the odds that a woman in­ 
ventor has to overcome, it is a 
miracle that she invents at all,” 


he added. 
F u lle r said out of the 
workshop’s 3,000 members, 
fewer than 300 are women. 
“ But we are seeking ways 
and means to encourage more 
women to get into the inventing 
field. They belong in the field. 
They have great patience, they 
have a tremendous capacity for 
organization and detail.” 
“ Women have been in the lit­ 
tle housewife niche for too 
long,” said Maggie Weisberg, 
public relations director for the 
workshop. "Creative women in 
their 40s and 50s have not had 
the proper training and back­ 
ground to give real fulfillment 
to their creative ability.” 
Ms. Weisberg, who signs her 
business letter “ M E .” instead 
of “ Maggie” because she 
doesn’t think men “ have made 
peace with the idea of a woman 
in an important position,” said 
females are no less talented or 
inventive than men, but have 
not had the training men have. 
It is easier for a woman to­ 
day, she added, but only 
because the doors of education 
have opened. 
Men, she said, are generally 
incapable of handling detail. 
“ They come up with the 
grand scale ideas, but the little 
things that have to be ironed out 
are still a woman’s job.”

Planner says 'don't die broke' 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Many older people die broke 
each year. deprived of their as­ 
sets through financial ig­ 
norance, fear and lack of 
preparation. 
M elvin Ja y Swartz, an 
Arizona estate planner who has 
counseled more than 4.000 older 
persons, has written a book, 
“ Don’t Die Broke," to show 
them how they can avoid just 
that. 
The book, subtitled "A Guide 
to a Secure Retirement,” is a 
no-nonsense book written in 
laymen’s language 
So concerned was Swartz 
with the ordinary person under­ 
standing the fine points of 
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probate, trusts, joint accounts 
and wills, that he rewrote the 
book 18 times over three years 
before he was satisfied with the 
final result. 
“ Through the years,” said 
the mustachioed attorney, 
“ I ’ve watched my clients mak­ 
ing the same mistakes, getting 
the same abuses and being rip­ 
ped off constantly, losing their 
money constantly. 
“ Depression forms, anger 
forms. They have no place to go 
for advice because those of us 
who usually know the answers 
are usually working hand-in- 
hand with the financial institu­ 
tions that are giving the bad ad­ 
vice, and nobody seems to want 
to kill the goose that lays the 
golden eggs.” 
Five years ago, he got fed up 
with this “ ripoff” in which 
older persons were "raped” of 
their savings and decided to do 
something about it. 
“ I started telling clients what 
they should do and started mak­ 
ing notes. The end result is the 
bode. What I tried to do was say 
to people, ‘Look, there are op­ 
tions in planning for retire­ 
ment, and there are options 
even after retirement which 
can better your position con­ 


stantly. Stop making these mis- 
takes. Stop losing your as­ 
sets.” ’ 
The book stresses three main 
points: 
— Be prepared for retire­ 
ment. 
— Be aware of your options. 
— Seek the advice of an in­ 
dependent financial consultant 
to help decide what best to do 
with your assets. 
“ This is not an answer or do- 
it-yourself book,’’ he em­ 
phasized. “ What it is is an 
anthology of the problems of 
aging in America analyzing the 
options that are available and 
suggesting that you contact 
professional help to see which 
ones apply to you.” 
He said there are no general 
rules to follow so that you don’t 
die broke. Each case must be 
analyzed separately. 
“ What’s best for you may be 
the worst thing for me. It de­ 
pends on what assets you have 
and your own personal 
situation,” he said. 
Swartz, who- practices in 
Youngtown and Sun City, said 
two “ terrible things” happen 
when a person retires: self­ 
esteem and income drops. It is 
with the second that Swartz 
concerns himself with. 
“ No matter what happens 
from now on, you now have to 
make it on what you have,” he 
said, “ and a horrible fear sets 
in. This is a horrible double 
whammy, and so these people 
become afraid. They become 
angry, and the more they 
become afraid, the more afraid 
they are to spend money." 
Because of this, he said they 
liquidate their assets and put 
the money in savings accounts. 
He said this is the worst thing 
to do, calling it “ guaranteed 
poverty” because inflation 
shrinks what interest is earned 
on the account. 
Another classic mistake, he 
said, is taking the advice of 
bank clerks who have a vested 
interest in older people opening 
accounts. 
“ When you’re young, you 
want to make investments in 
growth assets When you retire, 
you want to get rid of them and 
invest them in secure, conser­ 
vative income-producing as­ 
sets. 
“ People are afraid to do this. 
They make the mistake of going 


to a stockbroker and asking, 
‘What should I do?’ Most 
stockbrokers are interested in 
commissions and will sell them 
something to get the most com­ 
mission without regard for the 
person’s needs. 
“ They should hire a financial 
consultant. He doesn’t get a 
commission. He gets paid by 
the hour to analyze your needs. 
He will then tell you what to 
do.” 
Financial consultants are 
listed in the Yellow Pages of 
“telephone books. 
Preparation is also impor­ 
tant. Swartz said persons get­ 
ting ready to retire should be 
aware of th e ir options 
regarding company pension 
plans and profit sharing. 
Be aware of how much money 
you have, where it is and what 
you want to do with it. Also to 
be considered is the financial 
protection for a spouse should 
the breadwinner die and 
whether money will be left to 
the children.

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Nuclear fusion power dependence 
predicted 50, 60 years away

The problem of arthritis — quackery 


RICHLAND, Wash. (UPI) - 


A scientist predicts it will be at 
least SO to 60 years before 
nuclear fusion can be depended 
on to produce significant 
amounts of power. 
Dr. Loren Schmid says even 


then fusion won’t solve all of 
the nation's, or the world's, 
energy problems. Schmid is 
with Batelle Northwest, one of 
five major research facilities 
operated by the Batelle 
Memorial Institute, a non-profit 
corporation. In Richland it 
operates the federal govern­ 
ment's Hanford laboratories as 
well as its own facility. 
Schmid feels conventional 


nuclear fission reactors, the 
subject of much controversy, 
likely will be needed for many 
decades if the nation is to avert 
energy shortages and their 
harmful impact. 
Unlike nuclear fission in 


which heat is produced by the 
splitting of atoms, fusion oc­ 
curs when hydrogen atoms 
collide at an extremely high 
temperature and fuse, or join 
together, creating heat. 
The sun generates energy in 


the same manner. 
Since the heavy hydrogen 


used to fuel such a process is 
found in sea water, many scien­ 
tists view fusion as the world’s 
most promising energy source, 
and some even predict its use 
commercially in as few as 25 
years. 
Schmid, head of Battelle 


Northwest’s energy program, 
also believes that fusion will 
eventually become a major 
energy source.. 
Schmid says history has 


shown that it takes at least 50 to 
60 years for new technology to 
penetrate a given market and 
benefit consumers, and there is 
no reason to believe fusion will 
be any different. 
In the meantime, he says the 


United States must rely on 
nuclear fission. 
“The fission technology that 


we have now is there, and there 
is no other technology available 
that could produce such great 
amounts of electricity,” he 
said. 
“With any possible combina­ 
tion of conservation, oil, gas, 
hydro (water) and coal, there 
will still be a large gap that you 
are going to have to fill with 
something and fission is all 
that’s left.” . 
Efforts have been launched in 


several states to tighten regula­ 
tion of nuclear fission power 
plants because of concern over 
their safety. Critics argue that 
a serious nuclear accident 
could leave thousands dead and 
billions of dollars worth of 
damage. 
But while Schmid admits 


there are environmental risks 
associated with fission, he con­ 
tends associated problems can 
be dealt with.

New eardrum graft generation 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A biosyn­ 
thetic eardrum will be availa­ 
ble soon to replace eardrums 
that have been ruptured 
through infection or an ac­ 
cident. according to a Cali­ 
fornia surgeon. 
Dr. Rodney Perkins, of Palo 
Alto. Calif., recently announced 
the development at an intema- 
tional m eeting of ear 
specialists at Northwestern 
University Medical School. 
“ We have been working for 
the last four years on what I 
consider to be the next genera­ 
tion of eardrum grafts,” 
Perkins said. 
The eardrum is made of 
bovine collagen, the protein giv­ 
ing strength to bones and car­ 
tilage in animals and man. The 
collagen is broken down in the 
laboratory and reconstituted 
into biosynthetic membrane 
material 
The new biochemical method 
was worked out by Edward 
Luck, a biochemist at the 
bioimplant laboratory at Pro­ 
ject HEAR in Palo Alto, a non­ 
profit medical foundation for 
ear research where Perkins is 
research director. 
“ The biosynthetic membrane 
is shaped anatomically to the 
same configuration of the nor­ 
mal eardrum. It provides the 
scaffolding for growth and in­ 
filtration of new tissue by the 
patient," Perkins said. 
The biosynthetic membrane 
material has undergone animal 
testing and now is ready to be 
clinically tested in the surgical 
reconstruction of human ear­ 
drums in patients. 
The eardrum, which plays a

key role in hearing, receives 
airborne sound waves collected 
by the outer ear and vibrates in 
response.

ST. LOUIS (UPI) - If you’re 
one of millions of Americans 
suffering from the chronic pain 
of arthritis, you can try wear­ 
ing copper bracelets, downing 
lots of orange juice or mineral 
oil — or going to a doctor for 
proper, up-to-date medical 
treatment. 
One of the newest centers for 
arthritis treatment is a 15-bed 
wing of St. Louis University 
Hospital, where Dr. Jack 
Zuckner heads a multi-discipli­ 
nary team trying to ease the 
crippling agony of inflamed 
joints. 
There are nearly IOO forms of 
arthritis. Some have specific 
causes, such as infection or 
gonorrhea, but others such as 
the prevalent rheumatoid ar­ 
thritis, do not go away when the 
illness that caused them is 
cleared up. 
“ At the present time there is 
no cure for rheumatoid ar­ 
thritis," Zuckner said in an in­ 
terview. “ A patient may have a 
remission that lasts for IO 
years, but we can’t say it is 
cured because we know it can 
come back.” 
The frustration of such a 
bleak prognosis causes many 
sufferers to seek quasi-medical 
cures, he said. They don’t have 
to go far to find someone with a 
gimmick. 
“ A lot of people will do 
almost anything,” Zuckner 
said. “ They’re not satisfied 
with the improvement they get 
with doctors. They think some 
joker knows more than a 
specialist in the field. This is 
one area where a lot of

quackery comes in.” 
Zuckner said very real ad­ 
vances in the treatment of 
arthritis have been made in the 
last 20 years. The unpleasant 
side effects sometimes 
associated with cortisone can 
often be avoided with the use of 
newer, non-steroidal 
anti­ 
inflammatory drugs. 
However, he said, many doc­ 
tors apparently do not realize 
the progress that has been 
made, and because they don’t 
know, they can’t tell their 
patients. 
“ Patients don’t know where 
to go," he said. ‘‘This is, a big 
problem. If they know where to 
go for maximum treatment, 
that is a major factor.” 
Zuckner said only a handful of 
centers are equipped as exten­ 
sively as his Arthritis Clinical 
Research Center. There, 
patients can receive a whole 
range of treatment, from bed 
rest to therapy to surgery. 
The aim of all of the treat­ 
ment, Zuckner said, is to 
relieve the pain. 
“ We just can’t say we’ll go 
out and get a drug that will 
knock this out.” he explained., 


“ You aim for remission but you 
never can be sure. 
“ We know we can give drugs 
and get a phenomenal improve­ 
ment overnight,” he added, 
“ but that’s a bad way to handle 
it, because we know that after a 
time the medicine will not be so 
effective and the side effects 
may be worse than what the 
patient had in the first place.” 
Such long-term effects don’t 
concern the fast-buck artists, 
who take in an estimated $400 


million each year. “ We know 
placebos can be given that will 
relieve some of the pain,” 
Zuckner said, “ but the psycho­ 
logical damage may be great.” 
What is needed, he said, is 
more attention—and money- 
paid to laboratory research and 
less to copper bracelets. 
“ If some of the millions of 
dollars that went into quackery 
had gone for more legitimate 
purposes,” he said, “ we’d be 
better off today.”

- She 
should have been a dead duck. 
She was found on Lake Boren 
with an arrow through her head 
and the prognosis was pitiful. 
lyings didn’t look too bright, 
either, for Muffin the Puffin, 
whose guidance system was 
fouled up by a gale in the Strait 
of Juan de Fuca and who came 
tumbling onto the deck of the SS 
Great Land with an injured 
wing. 
Now the duck is back bobbing 
happily on Lake Boren and 
presumably quacking softly at 
her mate, and Muffin is thriving 
on a puffin gourmet diet of 
smelt and clams. 
Both owe their lives to a 
backyard operation known as 
Seattle Wild Bird Clinic which 
operates on a limited budget 
and the boundless devotion of 
its founders and a flock of 
volunteers. 
“ The people who brought the 
duck in were on hand for the 
release," says Dorothy Siewers 
who helps conduct the clinic. 
"They couldn’t believe it was 
the same duck until they were 
shown the scars of the entrance 
and exit holes on the head." 
The 24-hour clinic was opened 
in I960 as a nonprofit volunteer 
organization and has its head­ 
quarters in the backyard of the 
home of Joni Butler of Seattle, 
the clinic’s president and direc­ 
tor. Since it began operations, 
the clinic has treated 10,000 sick 
or injured birds. 
The clinic is financed solely 
by a monthly donation of $50 
from the Seattle Audubon 
Society and money dropped into 
a piggy bank in the emergency 
room of a trailer. 
Ms. Butler recalls one day 
“ taking in 27 birds and 13 
cents." 
Generally, there are from IOO 
to 300 birds in the clinic at any 
wie time and when they recover 
they are returned to the wild in 
the same place they were found 
or as close as possible. 
A recent oil spill which 
deposited big globules of oil on 
the Washington coast affected 
birds up and down the coastline 
and into Oregon. Only a very 
few of the murres or North Sea 
Auks were brought to the clinic 
but those that were are doing 
just fine. 
In fact, the backyard clinic 
has developed quite a reputa­ 
tion. When about 2,000 water 
birds were caught in an oil spill 
near 
Norfolk, 
Va., 
conservationists there called 
the National Broadcasting Co. 
to ask what to do with them. 
“ Call that bunch in Seattle," 
they were advised. 
Inquiries for such treatment 
have come in from various 
areas of Canada and as far 
away as Argentina. 
The clinic reports a “ IOO per 
cent recovery of ducks received 
by the clinic following the last 
four major oil spite.’’ 
When a spill occurs, the clinic 
goes into action. Volunteers 
may even take a day off from 
work to answer the call. The 
first requirement, when the 
damage is localized, is a 
suitable building or shelter 
preferably with hot water. 
The extent of damage is 
observed and the birds are 
sponged in tubs with a variety 
of bland oils, including one 
nationally known brand of cook­ 
ing oil, to break down the 
globules of oil. 
The birds are dried, often 
with the use of hair dryers, and 
antibiotics are administered. 
Then for the first week, they 
are monitored 24 hours a day. 
Before they are ever returned 
to their natural habitat, they 
are also tested for their floata­ 
tion quotient since the coating 
of oil breaks down the birds’ 
natural bouyancy. 
A solvent likened to a gentle 
form of nail polish, polycom­ 
plex A-ll-D, is also applied. 
When the birds’ natural oils 
are restored and they can again 
float satisfactorily, they are 
returned. 
“ Hardly a week goes by when 
we don’t get some birds af­ 
fected by oil.” says Ms. 
Siewers. 
The clinic’s telephones are 
manned between the hours of 8 
a rn. and 4 p m 
Monday 
through Friday although in­ 
jured wild birds may be ac­ 
cepted at the clinic “ at any 
reasonable time." 
They get the best of treat­ 
ment and go back home with 
something to talk about to their 
friends even though they don’t 
have to drop a penny in the 
piggy bank.
